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‘Fear forcing 
families to

Police chiefs told of scenes likened to the Wild West

HAVERHILL residents feel unsafe 
in their own homes due to drug¬ 
dealing and anti-social behaviour 
with one councillor likening scenes 
to the Wild West. 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore and Chief 
Constable Gareth Wilson were told 
by one resident: “It’s like some¬ 
thing off the telly. They are smash¬ 
ing each other’s windows, they are 
fighting each other, they’ve got 
dogs fighting each other, they are 
out all night.” 

The two police chiefs and Haver¬ 
hill inspector Danny Cooper at¬ 
tended a public meeting on Mon¬ 
day night at Samuel Ward Academy

and were told residents’ fears were 
forcing some to look for new 
homes. 

A resident, identified only as 
Maggie, said four of her neigh¬ 
bours, who had lived on her street 
for years, were seeking home ex¬ 
changes as a result of the problems. 

She said she believed the prob¬ 
lem stemmed from people with 
similar issues, such as drug and al¬ 
cohol abuse, being put in the same 
properties. 

Maggie said: “I’ve got people like 
me saying: ‘We feel unsafe in our 
homes’. Because their windows 


have been smashed, they’ve got 
doors damaged.” 

She said she had lived in her 
road for 23 years and the problem 
had been getting steadily worse. 

Her concerns were echoed by 
town councillor Barry Robbins, 
who represents the Northward. 

He said: “I am constantly talking 
to people, probably the older gen¬ 
eration, who are frightened in their 
homes.” 

He said that even in his own 
street, a small cul-de-sac, there 
had recently been an “almighty 
fracas.” 

He continued: “I would liken it to 
the Wild West. I have lived here for 
seven years and it’s just a disgrace.”

Calls for new 
justice system 


HAVERHILL’S nearest mag¬ 
istrates’ court closed last 
week - but some cases from 
the town will now be heard 
in Cambridge. 

The last listings at the Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court, which was earmarked 
for closure in July took place 
on October 5. 

Some criminal cases from 
Haverhill will now be heard 
in Ipswich - a round trip of 
more than 80 miles. 

It was initially announced 
that all work from Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court 
would be moved to Ipswich 
Magistrates’ Court. 

But the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice confirmed on Monday 
that civil and family cases 
from the Haverhill area will 
now be heard in Cambridge, 
meaning a far simpler jour¬ 
ney for Newmarket resi¬ 
dents. 

MPs including West Suf¬ 
folk’s Matthew Hancock and 
Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more say that an alternative 
system for access to justice 
in West Suffolk is needed. 

Mr Passmore said about

the closure: “It’s a regrettable 
decision and not good news 
for Suffolk as a whole.” 

He is set to meet with the 
courts minister and MPs Jo 
Churchill and Peter Aldous 
on October 20 to ask for a 
six-month stay of execution 
on the closure. 

This would allow time for 
alternative arrangements - 
which could include video 
links or “pop-up courts” - to 
be found. 

Mr Passmore said: “What 
we will be doing is pressing 
him for the opportunity to 
draw up plans for alternative 
provision for a new system of 
summary justice across the 
county. 

“All we want to know is if 
we come up with plans and 
they are workable that they 
will be considered properly.” 

Mr Hancock added: 
“Haverhill has never had 
modern magistrates. With 
the closure of Bury magis¬ 
trates court, Haverhill’s local 
justice will be done in Cam¬ 


bridge, with which we have 
many transport links. What 
we must do is make the best 
use of technology, via video 
links and other methods, to 
ensure a modern, fair and 
accessible system for the 
future administration of jus¬ 
tice.” 

An HM Courts and Tribu¬ 
nals Service spokesperson 
said: “We have a world¬ 
leading legal system and are 
investing over £700 million 
to reform and digitise our 
courts to deliver swifter jus¬ 
tice. 

“Closing underused and 
dilapidated court buildings 
will allow us to reinvest in 
the justice system and make 
the best use of technology. 
This will improve access to 
justice and improve the ex¬ 
perience for all court users, 
in particular vulnerable vic¬ 
tims and witnesses.” 

They say closing courts 
will raise £40million.

Accident split 
cyclist’s helmet

A CYCLIST described as a 
“true gentleman” died after 
braking hard threw him over 
his handlebars, an inquest 
has heard. 

Sean Hickey, 44, of Con¬ 
naught Road in Haverhill, 
died at the scene of the ac¬ 
cident on May 1 this year. 

Mr Hickey had been cy¬ 
cling behind a Range Rover 
in Nethergate Street, Clare, 
at around 3.30pm, the in¬ 
quest heard. 

As space on the road nar¬ 
rowed due to a line of parked 
cars, the Range Rover slowed 
down and a blue Citroen Pi¬ 
casso travelling in the other 
direction came almost to a 
stop to let it pass. 

Eyewitness statements de¬ 
scribe how Mr Hickey’s bi¬ 
cycle then swerved out from 
behind the Range Rover into 
the path of the blue Picasso. 

They say he was thrown 
over his handlebars as a re¬ 
sult of braking hard, and 
landed on his head on the 
Picasso, which witnesses

agreed was either still or 
barely moving. 

One witness, John Day, 
described how the impact 
almost broke Mr Hickey’s 
helmet in two. 

Deborah Butler, who was 
in the car behind the Pi¬ 
casso, described calling the 
emergency services. She 
said she stayed with Mr 
Hickey and asked him to 
squeeze her hand if he could 
hear her, which he did. 

But she continued: “Un¬ 
fortunately, as the ambu¬ 


lance arrived he took a turn 
for the worse.” 

He was declared dead less 
than an hour later. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion revealed that he had 
died from multiple injuries 
sustained in the collision. 

It also discovered evi¬ 
dence of the early stages of 
a heart attack, which police 
said could be one reason 
why his bike swerved. 

The police report said 
that another reason for the 
swerve could be that he 
did not see the car in front 
of him slow down. This 
may have been due to the 
time trial bike he was on, 
which had to be ridden in a 
hunched-over position with 
poor visibility. 

Mark Hickey wrote a state¬ 
ment about his brother and 
his interests, from cycling to 
looking after sick animals. 
He said: “Many people have 
told me that Sean was very 
popular, a true gentleman, 
and always helped people 
and animals in need.” 

The inquest took place 
on Monday in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds.

Vans are raided 
for £5k of tools

Widower's charity day raises £1,250 


THIEVES have taken almost 
£5,000 worth of tools from 
locked vans in Haverhill in a 
single night. 

In incidents being linked by 
police, four vans were raided 
around the town overnight 
between October 5 and 6. 

Although all four vans were 
locked, none showed signs of 
forced entry - suggesting the 
thieves had found a way to 
get in without damaging the 
vehicle. 

In Crowland Road, between 
5.30pm and 12.20am, the 
criminals took tools worth 
£690 from a white van. These 
include a Paslode nail gun, a 
Bosch hammer, a Bosch drill 
and a Makita saw. 

In Greenwood Close be¬ 
tween 3pm and 7.30am, a 
white van parked in a car 
park had a turquoise and red 
Makita drill of unknown value 
stolen. 

In Templars Court between 
9pm and 8.10am, tools worth 
a total of £2,370 were taken 
from a Ford van. 

These were a Stihl disc cut- 
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ter, a Makita breaker, a Mak¬ 
ita drill, a Paslode nail gun, a 
Stihl saw, a Stihl jigsaw and a 
Bosch breaker. 

The fourth theft took place 
in Squires Court, where a 
white van had £1,550 worth 
of tools taken between 10pm 
and 7 am. 

These included drills made 
by Dewalt, Makita and Hi¬ 
tachi, as well as a Makita pow¬ 
er saw and batteries. 

The thefts come after previ¬ 
ous similar incidents, includ¬ 
ing ones when £1,350 worth 
of tools were stolen from vans 
in Cox’s Close and Hundon 
Place in early September. 

In Squires Court in August, 
a van had £2,120 worth of 
tools stolen. 

In light of these incidents, 
police are urging residents 
not to leave any tools over¬ 
night in their vans. 

They are also advising peo¬ 
ple not to leave tools in their 


garages as these are also vul¬ 
nerable to theft. 

To make vans secure, PCSO 
Lorna Chapman, of Haverhill 
Police, advised putting a bolt 
over sliding doors or open 
hatch doors on a van. 

She also suggested putting 
a battery-powered garage 
alarm inside the back of the 
van, as a vehicle alarm would 
only be triggered by someone 
breaking into the cabin. 

The garage alarm would be 
triggered by any movement in 
the back of the van. 

If you are keeping tools in a 
garage, she advised backing a 
vehicle up against the garage 
door and putting the steering 
wheel on hard lock.

Abuse charges 
in a 37% drop 


DOMESTIC violence pros¬ 
ecutions in Suffolk have 
dropped by 37 per cent in the 
first half of 2016 compared to 
the same period last year. 

The figures, released after 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest from lawyers Simpson 
Millar, reveal that between 
December 29, 2015, and 
June 30, 2016, Suffolk police 
charged 403 people with do¬ 
mestic violence offences. 

This compares with 642 
people charged over the 
same period the previous 
year. 

Simpson Millar’s head of 
family services, Emma Pear- 
maine, who is chairwoman 
of domestic violence charity 
Corporate Alliance, said she 
had fears the drop could be 
related to under-reporting. 

She said: “For several years 
we have seen a steady rise 
in domestic violence pros¬ 
ecutions, which was largely 
attributed to an increase 
in public awareness and a 
change in the attitude within 
police forces to pro-actively 
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tackle these cases. It is rather 
idealistic or hopeful to as¬ 
sume that we are witnessing 
a society-wide fall in instanc¬ 
es of domestic violence, re¬ 
gardless of how much I wish 
that was true.” 

But Suffolk police’s Detec¬ 
tive Superintendant Dave 
Cutler pointed to Crown 
Prosecution Service figures 
which show that the number 
of domestic violence pros¬ 
ecutions in Suffolk between 
April, 2015, and March, 2016, 
was 850. This compares with 
854 for the same period 
2014/15. 

He said 83.8 per cent of 
domestic violence cases in 
Suffolk were prosecuted, 
compared to a national aver¬ 
age of 74.6 per cent. He said 
the force worked closely with 
partner agencies to provide 
support whether or not the 
victim pursued a court case. 

He added: “Our response 


to domestic abuse incidents 
was recognised by Her Maj¬ 
esty’s Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary (HMIC) and we 
continue to work to encour¬ 
age victims to come forward 
to speak to us. 

“The constabulary has a 
dedicated team of domestic 
abuse specialists based at 
locations across the county, 
who are trained in this sen¬ 
sitive area of crime. In addi¬ 
tion to this, more than 800 
officers across Suffolk re¬ 
cently had specialist training 
to deal with incidents, and 
tackling domestic abuse re¬ 
mains a priority for the con¬ 
stabulary.” 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said: “I’m not willing 
to put too much into a few 
months of figures, but I un¬ 
derstand people’s concerns. 
Dealing with domestic abuse 
is a huge concern for me.” 

He used his budget to set 
up a county-wide independ¬ 
ent domestic violence advi¬ 
sor service in 2014.

Elaine McManus, owner of Step¬ 
ping Stones, said: “We had a small 
classroom in Coupals Primary 
Academy before, so this new build¬ 
ing has already had the wow factor 


among children, parents and staff. 

“We are delighted to be in and 
delighted to be able to offer an ad¬ 
ditional 10 spaces for pre-school 
children in Haverhill.” 

As well as expanding the size of 
the pre-school, the new building 
will also play host to before and after 
school clubs for children at Coupals. 


Head of Coupals David Maguire 
said: “We are delighted Elaine and 
the Stepping Stones team are so 
pleased with their new facilities. 

“We have always worked very 
closely together and we are de¬ 
lighted they are able to offer an even 
greater provision on the first rung of 
the educational ladder.” 


CHARITY 

Foodbank 
reports fall 
in demand 

A HAVERHILL foodbank has 
seen a six per cent reduction in 
the number of people needing 
to use its services. 

REACH Community Projects 
says this fall - which is not in 
line with national foodbank 
trends - is due to the work it 
does tackling the root causes 
of clients’ problems. 

The charity has distributed 
13.6 tonnes of food over the 
last year, its annual review has 
revealed, feeding 997 people. 

It says that of the 375 refer¬ 
rals to the foodbank, 64 per 
cent only needed one box. 

The annual review also de¬ 
tails that the charity’s fund¬ 
raising is going strong. 

Income from fundrais¬ 
ing has risen from £7,000 to 
£10,000 over the last year, 
while REACH has also seen 
a rise in regular giving from 
£29,000 to £31,000. 

This will help it achieve its 
short-term goals of setting up 
satellite centres in the town 
and the surrounding villages, 
in partnership with the local 
community. 

The charity will use a new 
cloud-based computing sys¬ 
tem to make this plan possible.

A NYONE with a disability but 
who needs to get around 
should get along to the Milton 
Park and Ride site on Sunday, 
October 16, for the first ever 
Motability Show. 

The Motability Scheme provides an 
affordable, worry-free way for people 
with disabilities to lease a car, scooter 
or powered wheelchair in exchange 
for their mobility allowance. 

The Scheme is operated by 
Motability Operations, under 
contract to Motability, a registered 
Charity. 

Cambridge News & Media will be 
hosting the event which takes place 
between 10am and 4pm. Parking 
and admission is £1, but the first 
hour is free. 

Since it was set up on the 
initiative of the government in 1978, 
Motability, the UK's leading car 
scheme for disabled people, has 
provided millions of people with 
affordable, convenient, trouble-free 
motoring through the provision of a 
new car. 

Powered wheelchairs and scooters 
can also be financed through the 
scheme, and Motability's car and 
wheelchair schemes currently 
provide freedom and independence 
to more than 620,000 disabled 
people and their families, across the 
UK. 

The scheme is directed and 
overseen by Motability, a national 
charity which also raises funds and 
provides financial help to customers 
who would otherwise be unable to 
join the Scheme. 



HOW THE MOTABILITY SCHEME 
WORKS 

As a unique and successful 
collaboration of the public and 
private sectors, the Motability 
scheme enables disabled people 
to use their government-funded 
mobility allowances to lease a new 
car, powered wheelchair or scooter. 

By far the most popular option, 
chosen by more than 95 per cent 
of customers is the contract hire 
of a new car, which offers worry 
free motoring at affordable prices. 
Customers can choose a brand 
new car from a selection of more 
than 2,000 models, from the major 
manufacturers, on a three or five- 
ear lease. Insurance, road tax, 
reakdown cover, servicing, tyre 
and windscreen replacement are 
all included in a single monthly 
payment. A similar all-inclusive 
hire plan is available for powered 
wheelchairs and scooters. 

Many cars are available simply 



by customers transferring their 
allowance to Motability for the 
period of the agreement. However, 
on larger or more expensive models, 
an additional payment (known as an 
Advance Payment) may be required. 

WHO CAN APPLY? 

The scheme is available to anyone 
who is receiving one of the following 
benefits, and has at least 12 months 
award length remaining when they 
apply: 

■ Higher Rate Mobility Component 
of the Disability Living Allowance 

■ Enhanced Rate Mobility 
Component of Personal 
Independence Payment 

■ War Pensioners' Mobility 
Supplement 

■ Armed Forces Independence 
Payment 

A parent or carer can apply on 
behalf of a child aged three or 
older and those who cannot drive 
can apply for a car as a passenger. 


Once their application has been 
accepted, the customer pays all, or 
part of their allowance to Motability 
for the duration of the contract hire 
agreement. 

GETTING ON THE ROAD 
Cars are supplied through a network 
of some 4,500 Motability Dealer 
Partners across the UK. There is also 
a national network of accredited 
retailers of powered wheelchairs and 
scooters. 

ADAPTATIONS TO CARS 
For most Motability customers, a 
standard production car is suitable 
for their needs, but adaptations 
are needed for around 10 per cent 
of customers, to enable them to 
drive safely, or travel in comfort as 
a passenger. As part of the Contract 
Hire package, a range of popular 
adaptations are available at no 
additional cost, such as push- 
pull hand controls and left-foot 
accelerators. 

PROVIDING ADDITIONAL 
FINANCIAL HELP 
Motability may also be able to 
assist those customers who need 
additional financial help to obtain 
the mobility solution they need. As 
well as administering government- 
funded grants, Motability raises funds 
and provides financial assistance 
to customers that require complex 
adaptations.

■ First of all try not to feed your 
pet right before you leave or when 
you're on the road, but do keep a 
supply of their favourite biscuits or 
treats so you can stay in control. 

■ Keep your pets out of the front 
seat and off your lap. You never 
know when your pet might react to 
something they think is interesting 
outside the car. Ideally dogs should 


be behind a guard or correctly 
strapped in in the back seat. Cats 
or smaller creatures should be in an 
appropriately secured carrier. 

■ Leaving your pet alone in the car, 
no matter what the temperature 
might feel like outside, is a 
big no. 

■ Try to take along familiar 
toys and bedding to provide 
a relaxed setting. 

■ Don't change up the menu! 

A sudden switch in your pet's 
food before the journey can upset 
them (and their stomach!). 

■ Take water and a bowl with you to 
keep your favourite companion well 
hydrated and take frequent stops for 
exercise and calls of nature. Keep a 
supply of poo bags in the car just in 
case. 


■ Don't let your pet stick its head 
out of the window. Dog's eyes were 
never designed to travel at 60mph! 

Follow these guidelines and 
all onboard should be fine.
